Mr. Churchill on War Debts. 

Mr. Churchill, the Chancellor. o 
the Exchequer, in a statement on 
war debts in Parliament, said that 
this year Great Britain should re- 
ceive £12,750,000 in respect of 
German reparations, including Bel- 
gian war debts, and £9,600,000 in 
respect_of Alliod war: debts, or 
£22,250,000 ‘in ‘all, and would pay 
£33,000,000 to the United States, 

Next year Britain should receive 
£28,250,000, and would again pay 
£33,000,000 to the United States. 

In 1929 and onwards our receipts 
would be sufficient, on the aasumn- 
tion that itis found possible 
to transfer the full Dawes annuity, 
to ‘cover the current payments to 
the United States. But even if the 
full. Dawes‘ payments were received 
each year for fifty years from now, 
our receipts from reparations, and 
Allied war debts would not be suffi- 
cient, on the. basis of - present, 
values, to cover our payments to 
the United States, including those 
made before we received anything 
from our debtors. ;

(Comite Central des Armateurs de 
France), and presented to the 
general meeting of the committee 
held recently, provides a most in- 
teresting and comprehensive ac- 
count of the préaent condition of 


‘| the French Mereantile Marine and 


of the latest developments in the 
French seu-borne trade. 

The French ‘merchant tonnage at 
the present time aygregate 3,372,000 
tons grossa, against 3,880,000 tons 
last. year. The slight difference 
occuring during the Inst few years 
provide proof that French ship- 
have not altered their 
policy. In the course of 1926, 
173,209 tons of steamers were add- 
ed.to the French merchant fleet, 
while the total tonnage of steamers 
broken up or-sold to foreign firms 
was only 117,625, Laid-up vessels 
now aggregate 166,491 tons as com- 
pared with 216,005 tons in 1926. 
One may wonder, M. de Rousiers 
adds, whether such improvement is 
due ‘to particular eventa in 1926, 
such as the strike of Britiah minera, 
or to more general causes, Any- 
how, it is noteworthy that the’ per- 


centage of laid-up vessels in Britain |" 


is much lower than the average 
world figures, which is about 10 per 
cent. The laying-up of the 5,000,- 
000 tons. of vessels owned by the 
U.S. Shipping Board’ is exerting a 
notable influence on, this average 


percentage. . 

Drop in Exports. 
’ The total tonnage of goods ex- 
ported from or imported to French] 
ports, which was 40,000,000 in 1925, 
dropped’ to 38,192,875 tons ‘for 
1926," . 

France is not the only country in 
which a setback is shown. M. de 
Rousiers 
statistics of the Suez Canal that 
the total tonnage of goods passing 
yearly through the canal ’ aggre- 
gated only 25,409,000 tons for 
1926, as compared with 26,578,000 
tons for 1926, and 26,776,000 
tons for 1918.

M. de Rousiers’ expressed fears 
that ‘a similar disproportion be- 
tween increased tonnage of vessels 
anda decreased tonnage of goods

world's shipping. trade has been 
passing’ since 1920, is but the re- 
flection of a far more severe crisis, 
being the sad inheritance of five 
years ‘of wat, that is felt the world 
over, and which results in a general 
fall in production and in exchanges: 
The over sixty million tons of sea- 
going vessels now existing in the 
world would not exceed the require- 
/ments of the sea trade ff it had 
shown -the same rate of progressio 
as formerly,” . : 
Fluctuation of Freight Rates. 
. Passing to the’ fluctuation. of 
freight rates, M. de Rousiers allud- 
ed to the slight Improvement that 
was observed from May, 1926,. but 
that was only of o temporary 
character, being due to the strike 
of miners in Great Britain, As re- 
gards thé“long-expected revival of 
the shipping trade anticipated in 
England,” M. de Rouslers states,

Peace. 


Gi AS THE OBSTACLE, 


(By “Li Chung-yin’")- 

Irrespective ‘of whether the 
Reds will be suppressed or the 
break in the Kuomintang will be] § 

. pateHted up, there can be no peace 
‘in China yet. 

In the kaJeidoscopic military 
and ‘politien! changes which’ take 
place from day to day, all -cyes 
are centred -on General Chiang 
Kai-shek, commander-in-chief of 
the Nationalist Moderates andy 
China’s “soldier of the hour.” 

Where doubts previously exist. 
ed as to Chiang Kai-shek’s poli- 
tical .creed, the. merchants ‘and 
thinking classes, 18 well as 2 sec- 
tion.of the workers, are acclaim- 
ing him as the champion of anti- 
Communism. :Suppose, for the 
purpose of this article, that he 
crushes the Hankow clique. «He 

-ennnot do so without co- -operation 
and, judging him by his past, he 
Will attempt to throw his helpers 
aside when the immediate object 
has been achieved, 

As the “Reds” have found: that 
they backed the wrong horse, 30 
will others become, in turn. dis- 
satisfied with Chiang Kni-shek, 


Always Ambitious. 

The present: Nationalist hero 
was first heard of in Kwangtung 
several years ago when the late 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen — personally. 
brought him to General Chan 
Kawing-ming. ‘who was. then 
sojourning, on the Fukien border 
while the Kwangsi militarists 
held sway'in Canton. As a 2nd 
grade staff officer- attached to a 
division, Chiang Kai-shek made it 
known that he was restless and 
would he till his ambition was 
realised. 

While the remriants of the 
Kuomintang Army were strug. 
‘ling for a footings Chiang Kai- 
shek quarrelled with General 
Leung Hung-kai (whom he impri- 
‘goned in Canton in/1925). 
cause Chan. Kwing-ming would 
not punish Leung Hung-kai, 
Chiang Kai-shek forsook Sun 
Yat-sen and returned’ to Shang- 
hai. + 
After a while, the Kuomintang 
was re-established in Canton. 
Back came Chiang’ Kai-shek, this 
time as a 1st grade staff officer of 
the 1st Army, then commanded by 
General Hsu Shung-chi (who, 
incidentally, was foreed by 
Chiang Kai-shek to fleé in 1925). 

Points’ in His ‘Character. 

“In July, 1922, the late Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen was: driven. out of Can- 
ton by Chan Kwing-ming and 
‘Chiang Kai-shek lost his appoint- 
ment. A few months afterwards, 
Sun Yat-sen returned and Chiang 
Kal-shek ‘was still turbulent, be- 
ing one of forty staff officers at- 
tached to executive headquarters. 

All these minor incidents in 
the man's career tend to illus- 
trate his characteristics, 

At the height of his power in 
Canton—a period, ag pointed out 
by one observer, always referred 

to as “the halcyon days of which 
Nationalists are 80 proud”— 
Chiang Kai-shek favoured neither 
the Extremists, _ Communists, 
Moderates nor Conservatives, He 
played one section off against 
the other, to strengthen his own 
hand. All along he was success- 
' ful until the effect of his con- 
‘quests made the scope too big for 
him to control directly. 

: How Communists Stole In. 
* This opportunity was seized by 
the Russians and their hirelings. 
How it was. done is best told by 
Mr. George. E. Sokolsky in the 
“North Chima Daily News,” as 
follows :— 

The Communists wage Ve 
yanised to" steal the party from 
its Jeaders. ‘They entered ag in- 
dividual |. members—practically 
stole into the party, They then 
worked harder than. most of the 
Kuomintang Jeaders knew how to 
work until they’ becnme secre- 
taries and officers and until they 
controlled the party machinery. 

While the Kuomintang leaders 
were making speeches and work- 
ing out programmes, 
muniats within the party were 
buefly engaged in organisation 
work, - 

_., After the death. of Dr, Sunn 
“ Yat-sen’ they. boldly assumed au- 

_ thority and threw every outstand- 
ing Kuomintang leader’ with the 
exception of:'Mr. Wang ‘Ching- 
wal, out of office and often out of 
the ‘party, which they controlled.

i POLICE. 


The following regulation was 
made by the Governor . in Council 
under section 2 of the Emergency 
Regulation Ordinance, 1922, Ordin- 
ance No. 6 of 1922, on Thuraday:— 

The regulation 
Prevention of Disorder which was 
published in the “Gazette” of April 
8, 1927, as notification No, (202, is 
rescinded und the following regu- 
tation is substituted therefor:— 

It shall be lawful for any police, 
officer. to seize anything whatso- 
ever which may appear to belong to,! 
or to be connected with, or to be in- 
ended to be used for the purposes of; 
any proseribed organisation, “and 
it shall-be lawfal for a maristtates, 
upon such notice (if any) as 
shall think fit, to order any nat 
thing to be forfeited. Any thing 
so forfeited shall be disposed of. in 
such manner as the Captain Super- 
intendent of Police may direct.

Having disagreed with Chiang 
Kai-shek not more than two years 
ago, can such politicians as Dr. 
C. C. Wu and Mr, Hu Han-min— 
to mention no others—collabor-| 
ate with him now? One answer 
sounds plausible. In 19265, 
Chiang Kai-shek was almost 
entirely dependent on Borodin’s 
favours. He ig not now and 
therefore has no need to sacrifice 
the heads of Moderates to appease 
the paymaster. 

If Chiang Kai-shek continues 
asthe soldier of iron will, he is 
bound to disagree with his poli- 
tician ‘confreres again. ‘ How can 
there be peace, if that is to be 
the case?

LIFE OF THE ENGINE. LAGGIN' G BEHIND. - 


EARLY CARE I REPAID BY 
RESULTS, 


The first few yen years of a human 
insurance 
statistics tn be the most precari- 
ous, Ifthe childis given good 
care in this early period he or she 
is much more likely to have a long 
and useful career. This same 
principle operates in the auto- 
motive world, Give a man a new 
motor car, and the length and 
usefulness of its career depend to 
a Inrge extent on how he cares for 
‘it during the first thousand miles 
it is driven. .In other words, an 
automobile may be made or mar- 
red for life through the treatment 
it, receives during the firat few 
weeks by its owner, . 

Cars Better Value Than Ever. 

When cars which were not as 
good as those manufactured to- 
day cost considerably more, it 
was the practice for the manufac- 
tuter to do the preliminary break- 
ing-in. This breaking-in process 
cost the manufacturer and, conse- 
quently the purchaser, consider- 
able money.. Superior manufac- 
turing processes, better merchan- 
dising methods, production in 
large quantities, and the climina- 
tion of unnecessary operations in 
the factory. have served to cut 
down the direct cost and overhead 
of manufacturing to the point 
where much more automobile 
value per pound is given to-day 
than ever before in the history of 
the industry. 

In line with the elimination ot 
unnecessary operations in the 
process of manufacture, with the 
idea of giving the purchaser the 
maximum value for the money he 
expends, the manufacturer has 
passed on to the buyer the job of 
breaking in the motor. This can 
be done successfully by the owner 
ifa slight degree of caution is 
used. 

Engines are built with reagon- 
ably smooth bearing surfaces and 
| | cylinder walls, and the polishing 
‘process, is performed merely ‘by 
running the engine. In the cise 
of: the cylinder walls over which 
the pistons slide the surfaces may 
appear quite smooth to the touch, 
but under a miscroscope they 
would be found to be comparative- 
ly rough, Where two rough sur- 
faces are in sliding ‘contact the 
minute projections look into each’ 
other and are broken off. This 
causes wear, and, if the wear is 
too rapid, considerable heat is 
generated. In the case of the 
piston, this heat would cause ex- 
pansion to the part where the 
piston would become so tight in 


the cyclinder. that part of 
the cylinder walls and piston 
would ‘ weld together: and 


be torn away, leaving ridges or 
scores that would permanently 
interfere with -satistacwory per- 
formance of the engine. 

‘How Oil Functions. 

To prevent this excessive wear 
oil. is used ag a lubricant. The 
oil forms a film between the 
piston and the cylinder walls, and 
keeps the small .projections’ on 
the surface of the metals from: 
coming into close contact. Con- 
sequently the wear is very slow. 
This illustrates the need of 
thorough lubrication during the 
breaking-in process. When 


. new oil is put into the motor it 
| will keep the surfaces from close 


contact, provided it is of the 
right quality. .As the motor is 
run this oil becomes thinned 
tiirough the leakage of gasoline 
into the oil reservoir, and it also 
becomes filled with the tiny parti- 
cles of metal worn off from the 
surface of the pistons and cylin- 
ders. This means that it very 
quickly loses its ability to’ hold 
the surfaces anart. Therefore, in 
a new engine the oil should be 
changed frequently, 

When the hands are cold and 
they are rubbed together brisky, 
they tend to warm rapidly. Like- 
wise, in the engine of an auto- 
mobile. If the working rurfaces 


slide over. each other |

ROAD CONSTRUCTION IN 
¢ USAW. ‘ 

Although it ja generally re- 
cognised that America has made 
more advances in road improvement 
work than any other nation within 
recent yenrs, ‘even American rond-- 
makers have not kept’ pace with | 
motor expansion, 

In 1004 there were 64,590 passen-' 
ger cars and_410 lorries in use in, 
US.A. Highways totalled 2,151,379 
miles... But of ‘this ‘impressive. 
mileage only ‘a fraction. more than 
seven per cent., or 168,630 “miles, 
was surfaced, 

“In the course of the next five 
years," says “The Wheel.” the 
official journal of the Studebaker 
Corporation of America, ‘“registra- 
tions increased at an annual 
average of 42 per cent. so that 
more than 300.000 motor vehicles 
were in use in 1909, but the mileage 
of ‘surfaced srond’ had inereased 
only 8.66 per cent, of the total dur- 
ing ‘the periad.” 

To-day the American’ highway 
system has been extended to more 
than, 3,000,000 miles, of which ap- 
proximately 600,000 miles are sur- 
faced. Bit motor vehicle registra- 
tions have been increased to 20,- 
000,000 cars and lorries—an expan- 
sion far ahead of the “still rela- 
tively small mileage of surfaced. 
rond.” Needless to say, this criti- 
cal view is American, Half a mil- 
lion miles of surfaced highway 
would geem a paradise to Austra- 
lian motorists, 

However, figures ‘recently com- 
piled by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerse,:an Ameri- 
ean body, indiente that the motor 


population of U.S.A. has increased, ' 


since 1904, more. than 100 times as 
fast as the mileage of surfaced 
roads, Stated ‘in percentages, 
which make the’ comparison, more 
startling, surfaced highway mile- 
age has increased 222 per cent. 
since 1904, while motor vehicle re- 
gistrations have increased some 
36,180 per cent. : 


’ STICKY VALVES. . 

If trouble is often experienced, 
with. valves sticking up, due to 
congealed .oi] on the . stems, it 
will be found worth while making 
a special : ‘paraffin injector for 
freeing them. This can easily be 
constructed out'of a small oil-can 
by soldering a suitable, length of 
small-bore copper tubing to. the 
spout and bending it so. that 
when inserted through ‘the 
sparking-plug hole the tubing will 
reach to the valve-head.. To free 
a sticky valve it is. necessary 
merely to‘remove the plug of the 
cylinder concerned, turn the en- 
gine by means of ‘the starting 
handle until the faulty valve is 
lifted, and then to squirt a small 
quantity of paraffin on the stem. 
This will have the effect of free- 
ing the valve in a few, seconds. 
For obvious reasons this is more 
effective with side. valves than 
with those of the overhead type.

On the other hand,.if on the} 
new motor the surfaces are kept) 
well lubricated, and are operated|| 
at a comparatively slow speed, 
the wearing-in process consists de 
slowly knocking: off ‘the micros- 
copic high points until the metal 
is polished to a mirror-like finish. 
When in this condition,.it may 


ther wear, takes place very slowly. 

The process is similar to that 
of smoothing a board by rubbing 
it with fine.sand-paper. Go slow- 
ly during. ‘these -first:;- thousand 
miles, .
